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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Your school board, in presenting their annual report, 
will say, they have acted in perfect harmony and to the 
extent of their ability in the conduct of the schools for the 
year. That while our aims are high, and we are continu- 
ally striving for better things and more efficient work, we 
do not find perfection in others and ask you not to expect 
infallibility in us. No more difficult and thankless task, 
utterly devoid of honor, pleasure or profit, was ever 1m- 
posed on a set of men, and we ask and expect of you, 
parents and guardians, the most hearty codperation and 
support. 

The action of some people in keeping their children from 
school because of neighborhood quarrels or some real or 
fancied dislike for teacher or somebody else, would be 
laughable were it not for the injury done themselves and 
their children. The public school is your institution, main- 
tained with your money, managed by your agents for the 
education and culture of your children, and anything tend- 
ing to lower its efficiency is your loss. Moreover, there 
are laws on our statute books requiring all children of 
school age to attend school unless good and sufficient 
reasons can be given why they should not. And this com- 
pulsory attendance is not limited to twelve weeks in a 
year, aS many suppose. It will be the policy of the board 
to enforce attendance in the future more than in the past, 
and we shall expect the endorsement of all good citizens 
in this work. 

With a constantly decreasing population, the problem 
of how many schools to maintain and how much to con- 


Lo 


solidate is one of the most difficult that confronts your 
board. We are convinced that more money is expended 
than ought to be for the benefits received; that from an 
economic standpoint it ought not to cost over twenty 
dollars per year to provide schooling for one pupil, as has 
been the case in some school. We also recognize the hard-— 
ship of compelling children to go several miles to attend 
school, and have tried to act with equal fairness to all. 

Owing to the reduction of our state apportionment the 
amount required by law for the support of schools will be 
$295 less this year than in years past. This deficiency 
will have to be met if we have thirty weeks of school the 
coming year, unless we reduce the number of schools. It 
will also be necessary to raise some money for repairs.
